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There io no 00 low which specifically rofora to the 
Afghan freedom flghtere. However, thoro oro several low 
rofulotloao which apply to Afghanistan and cover citisome of 
that country, whether they support tho current Kabul regime or 
tho resistance. Information on tho relevant law* and 
regulatione ia encloeed. 



tho United Statee haa boon vary geacroue in ita support to 
tho almoct 3 mllllem Mohan refogeee who have flod to tableta*. 
Thla country annually pledgee aoproKlmately one-third of 
tho total international of fort, which ia fuimolod through tho 
Onitod tfatione Nigh Commission on ftefogeee (tho intamational 
community however boara only about half tho financial burdon 
of tho Afghan refugee*, with Pakistan itaolf paying tho othor 
half of tho total ooat) . Tho OS contribution to Afghan 
refugee rollof alneo 1990 totala about $290 million, a largo 
part of which haa boon in aurpluo food commodities. Soma 
oodieal aeeletanee haa boon provided through tho OS contribution* 

We aro awaro that ouch of what wo aand to tho rofuqoo camp* 
in Pakiatan indirectly support* tho Afghan resistance since tho 
nationalist f r eedom fighter a fighting the Soviet invaders of 
their country know that their families in refugee camps in 
Pakistan aro being cared for. 

Aa a matter of general policy the State Department does 
not comment on intelligence matters. X am sure that you 
recognize that the queetion of sending arms to the Afghan 
freedom f ightora ia a delicate one which haa political - 
implications for tho entire region. In any case, 1 should 
point out that the ATghan freedom fighters are increasingly 
well armed and have demonstrated their effectiveness. *- 1201 
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
